"0 you who believe 1 Fasting is 
enjoined on you, as it was enjoined 
on those before you, that you may 
ward off (evil)".(2:183). 

Fasting, the third of the five 
pillars of Islam, is of profound sig- 
nificance to Muslims all over the 
world. To regard it as a mere in- 
junction ordained by God for Mus- 
lims to obey, will be to minimize 
its overwheming blessing. It has in 
itself its own vitality, which is 
revealed only to the person who 
undergoes the exercise and expe- 
rience of the fast. In its every part, 
fasting is never void of its quintes- 
sence which amply bespeak its 
greatness as a divine ordinance. 

The universality and the purpose 
of fasting are stated and stressed in 
unequivocal terms in the Holy Qur'an 
as mentioned in preceded verse. 

The institution of fasting is not 
peculiar to Islam,. Before the advent 
of Islam, fasting, was practised for 
the atonement of sins or for the 
attainment of salvation, when a man 



committed any transgression, he felt 
that he had incurred the warth of 
his deity, whom he wanted to pro- 
pitiate by abstaining from food. 

Fasting, then, was one of the 
methods of self-immolation. The an- 
cients realized well that surfeiting 
prevents man from making spiritual 
headway, so that he becomes a slave 
to his Carnal desires. So we find 
fasting to be an important part of 
all divine religions. 

But Islam gave to humanity a 
new interpretation of all ancient 
institution. Unlike the fasting of 
other religions, Islamic fasting is 
more genuine, pure and solemn 
inasmuch as it is neither a penance nor 
a punishment. It is one of the basic 
rungs of the ladder that leads to 
Heaven. Its aim is to enable Muslims 
to guard against tempting evils- 
animal passions, wicked words and 
impure thoughts. It creates a re- 
markable degree of unity and dis- 
cipline among the Muslims. Total 
abnegation of food and drink is 
the order of the day in glittering 
palaces and in tottering huts.

''There is no compulsion in 
religion, the right direction is hence- 
forth distinct from error. And he 
who rejects satan and believes in 
Allah grasped a firm handhold which 
will never break.

Surah 11 ( The cow ) verse 256. 

In this verse Qur'an declares 
that there should be no compulsion 
in religion. The Qur'an has also re- 
peated that the belief in all prophets 
is an essential part of Islamic faith. 
As the Holy Quran says : "

Surah IV (Women) verses 150, 151, 152 

After establishing the necessity 
of belief in all prophets imperatively 
the Qur'an declares that all believers 
are one community :

" And lo 1 this your religion is 
one religion and 1 am your lord, So 
keep your duty unto Me. 

But they (mankind) have broken 
their religion among them sects, each 
group rejoicing in its tenets." 
Surah XXIU (The belivers) Vorses 52,53 

The above Quranic verses call 
the believers to work for communal 
amity and harmony. In this way 
Islam aims at to establish unity and 
brotherhood uj humankind. 
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to this responsibility. On the Day of 
Judgment, God will direct His 
speech to both spicies. The Holy 
Verse says : 

" community of the Jinn and 
men, did there not come to you 
messengers from among you relating 
to you My messages and warning 
you of the meeting of this Day of 
yours ? . . . 

It is noteworthy here that the 
Qur'an in its speech about the Jinn, 
did not make the belief in their 
existence as a basic principle in 
Islamic faith, as it did with regard 
to the Angels. The belief in the Jinn 
is derived only from the belief in 
the truthfulness of the Qur'an in its 
speech about them, 

QUESTION : 

What is the third basic principle 
of Islamic faith? 

ANSWER : 

The belief in God and the Angels 
requires the belief in the messages 
from God to His servants through 
the Angels. 

The divine messages are contained 
in the Divine Books which include the 
bases of faith, the ways of worship 
and the lawful and unlawful things. 

Therefore, Islam requires faith 
In the Divine Books which were re- 
vealed to the Prophets of God, in- 
cluding the Holy Quran which was 



revealed to the Prophet Muhammed, 
the Scriptures of Abraham, the Torah 
of Motes, and the Gospel of Jesus. 

QUESTION : 

What is the difference between 
the Holy Quran and previous scrip- 
tures ? 

ANSWER : 

This difference may be sum- 
merized in the following : 

First : The original texts of the 
previous scriptures were lost. What 
remained of them were mere transl- 
ations. But the Quran is the only 
Divine Book which is still preserved 
in all its original language, word 
by word. 

Second : Other scriptures were 
mixed with commentaries of inter- 
preters, so that it is difficult to 
distinguish in them between God's 
words and human interpretations. 
The case is not so with regard to 
the Qur'an. 

Third : Other scriptures were 

not recieved by their followers 

through authentic and successive 

transfer from one generation to 

another, as in the case of the Qur'an. 

The Pentateuch 01 Moses were not 

all written in Moses days. Some 

of it were authored after him by 

five centuries, some by seven centuries 

and even some other parts by more 
(See page 7) 
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"And surely there are keepers 
over you. Honourable recorders. 
They know what you do*. 

These functions of the Angels 
are pertaining to the world of the 
unseen. 

As we are not told about, the 
reality of the Angels and how they 
are created, but we are ordered to 
believe in their existence. It is not 
property religious to initiate any 
information about their creation. 
It is a disbelief if we deny iheir 
existence, since the Holy Quran 
told us about them. One of the 
clear verses about the Angels is as 
follow : 

"Praise be to God, the Creator 
of the heavens and the earth, who 
appointh the Angels messengers 
having wings two, three and four, 

He increases in creation what 
He pleases. Surely God is possessor 
of power over all things". 

QUESTION : 

What is the difference between 
the Angels and the Jinn ? 

ANSWER : 

The Jinn are other kind of 
creatures pertaining to the world of 
the unseen. While the Qur'an did 
not tell us about the matter out of 
which the Angels were created, it 
speaks about the matter out oi 
which the Jinn were created* H says : 



"And He created the Jinn of a 
flame of fire." 

On the other hand, while the 
Qur'an states that the Angels are in 
honourable close relation to God, 
and are immune from dis obedience 
to God, it states that some of the 
Jinn are good and some are bad. 

The Jinn differ from the Angels 
in fiat the latter convey the reve- 
lations of God to messengers and 
prophets, while the Jinn receive 
those revelations, like human beings, 
from messengers and prophet*. We 
read in the Holy Qur'an : 

•'And when We turned towards 
you a party of the Jinn, who lis- 
tened to the Qur'an ; so when they 
were in its presence, they said : Be 
silent. Then when it was finished, 
they turned back to their people 
warning them. They said : our 
people ! We have heared a Book 
revealed after Moses, verifying that 
which is before it, guiding to the 
truth and to a right path. O our 
people ! Accept the Inviter to God 
and believe in Him. 

He will forgive you some of 
your sins and protect you fro-n a 
painful chastisment ". 

Morevor, the Angels are not 
joined with human beings in the 
religious responsibility, while the 
Jinn are sulject, with human beings, 
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FIFTH : 

The belief in those words, 
moreover, creates in man will of 
power, courage and patience, for he 
knows that above his power there 
is the power of God. Thus he is 
not dismayed by misfortune, and he 
always be a follower of the way 
of truth. 

SIXTH : 

To witness that there is no god 
but Allah honours man and creats in 
him content and satisfaction, and 
purifies him from greed, envy and 
meanness. He will follow the 
lawful ways towards his all aims. 
This is because he believes that 
God is the Sustainer and Providor 
of everything. 

SEVENTH : 

This witness, also obliges one 
to act according to God's laws and 
orders. For he is certain that God 
knows everything, that He is nearer 
to him than himself, and that He is 
the All-Knowing. Thus one could 
not commit any bad action that is 
prohibited by God. He will hasten 
to good deeds and act according to 
God's commandments and orders in 
all situations, as the Prophet said : 
"Serve your God as if you see Him, 
if you see Him not, He sees you". 

QUESTION : 

What is the second basic pr- 
inciple of Islamic faith ? 



ANSWER : 

The second basic principle o! 
Islamic faith is the belief in the 
Angels. The Holy Quran speaks 
about the Angels as unseen and 
immaterial creatures carrying di- 
fferent functions, through which 
they realize God's will in His 
universe. Some of the Angels con- 
vey God's revelation to His Me- 
ssengers and Prophets, as the Quran 
says : 

"The faithful spirit ( Gabriel ) 
has brought it ( the Quran ) on 
your heart that you may be a 
warner". 

Some of them are directed to 
aid the prophets and make firm the 
believers, according to this verse : 

" When your Lord revealed to 
the Angels : I am with you, so make 
firm those who believe". 

Some others are delegated to 
give glad tidings to the believers 
who did good in this life and were 
abiding by God's orders. The 
Quran says : 

"Say : the Angel of death, who 
is given charge, of you, will cause 
you to die, then to your Lord you 
will be returned". 

Still some others are assigned 
to register peoples' deeds in this 
life so that their works are to be 
shown to them on the Day of Judge- 
ment, We read in God's Book : 
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Tbe Fmdamental Belief In Islam

When he believes that God owns the* 
treasures of the heavens and the 
earth, he will be sure that God is 
Full of Mercy for His servants. 
Even when he is tried with misfor- 
tune or poverty, he still is hopeful 
in the eternal mercy of God.

centuries. The case is the same in 
regarding the main four Gospels in 
the New Testment. 

Fourth : The language of the 
scriptures were old and extinct 
while the language of the Quran is 
in the living Arabic. 

Fifth : Creeds and laws of the 
old scriptures were pertaining to 



their respective followers. The mes- 
sage of the Quran, however, is 
directed to humankind in general 
and in all times. 

Sixth : Other scriptures were 
not safe from change. Some shameful 
deeds were falsely ascribed to some 
of God's Messengers and Prophets, 
although they are immune from 
committing such things. 
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By this, I do not mean that 
every one of those who received 
education from these schools and 
institutes was far from true pa- 
triotism and real nationalism, we 
find among the ( men and women ) 
who were bred up by these schools, 
some who bear high idealisms in 
themselves and whose behaviours 
are aim in % ai achieving good goals.

In this way Al-Azhar, has ren- 
dered to this human society, many 
good things which encircle a round 
the helping of principles, regardless 
of destinies of races and colours. It 
made the following (&ranic verse 
as the Axis of all meanings of dis- 
tinction.

By carrying this great and hu- 
man mission, which is the message 
of the apostle, peace be upon him, 
Al-Aihar has dene to all people 
these services and many like t u em, 
an1 by its great efforts it has taken 
out many people from darkness to 
light, and lei them to the pith of 
goodness it has, also, raised the dead 
alive, and "iade the slaves free in 
the broad meaning of world sphere. 
In this noble country the usefulness 
of Al-Azhar wag very clear and the 
services of it were very va'uable 
and periect. Some selfish forces may 
be gathered on falsehood and some 
hearts may carry ill will and malice. 
Al-Azhar was i niortuntely, denied 
its ri*it ani ignored of its credit, 
perhaps some of the mo e t closest 
people to it h.ive said about it what 
M.ilik has said about wine or what 
ireedom is saying about imperialism. 

But those who bear illwill and 
malice can not hide two big facts 
which gave our co-miry, through 
Al-Azhar, a greit deal of immortal 
goodness and an unforgetable 
glory. 

The fir st of these facts is rep- 
resented in the intellectual similarity 
which our citizens enjoy and this 
country is living, peacefully, under 
its shadow, even it has become im- 
possible for any narrow religious 
difference to find for herself a place, 
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The object of Al-Azhar, in its 
long history, was only to be a circle 
in the sphere of calling to Allah 
and spreading the Message of Islam. 
It is easy to sum up this Message in 
three points for which all human 
kind are looking for to attain and 
trying to utilise their gains. 

The first point : is to chase 
suspicion, perplexity and restlessness 
in the human society. The track 
down of there things means the 
chase of misery, for there is no 
misery that is more clear than the 
misery of perplexity when the hearts 
are disturbed and the beliefs are 
shake! 

Al-Ashar has carried the Faith 
of Islam, jn its simplicity, modera- 
tion and easiness and by this Faith 
it has paved for the people the way 
of spiritual tranquility and stability, 
and has taken away from their 
shoulders the burdens of perplexity, 
anxie'y and restlessness. 

The Faith of Islam, in its sim- 
plicity, moderation and easiness, 
can be summedup as : that this 
Universe has one God, who have 
no partner, and His will, in refor- 
ming in making people happy and 
in elevating is attached with a great 
messenger, the prophet Muhammad, 
prayers and God's peace be showered 
upon him who is the essence of all 
prophets and messengers. 



The second point : can be 
summed up in the following : that 
Al-Azhar, in communicating the 
Message of the apostle, was always 
catling people to make themselves 
free from their tempts and passions 
so that they may liberate themselves 
from their conquerors and enslavers. 
A great number of forces have 
gathered round it ( Al-Azhar ) every 
where, carrying the banner of real 
freedom which assures that slavery 
to any one except God is unbearable 
burden, so let the humanity be 
liberated from all other kinds of 
slavery and to make it only lor 
Allah, Lord of the worlds. Because 
all people are equal, and there is no 
superiority for Arabs on non-Arabs, 
except by Virtue. In this way Al- 
Azhar was, by a direct or an indirect 
way, a strong impulse in the human 
society to set the slaves free and to 
help them to regain their human 
dignity in many fields, in the, far 
and near World sphere. 

The third point : the glorious 
Al-Azhar was always calling people 
to despise fanaticisms, of colour and 
race because all people came from 
Adam, and Adam was from dust. 
If one wants to be distinct, he has 
to be so by his good 'deeds and the 
great services he renders to the 
humanity. There are two ways for 
seeking distinction among people, 
the first is bised on the good work 
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The deliberations of the Academic - year of Al-Azhar University

Muhammad Abduh" hall of Azhar. A large number of University 
profes$ors and students were present The Rector of the University, 
H.E. Shaikh Ahmad Hassan Al-Baqouri delivered a speech in the

historical document, as it will give the reader a clear idea of the 
message and the services of this great international Seat of learning.

On this day, by the prepa- 
ration for the teaching of medicine, en- 
gineering and agriculture in faculties 
of these subjects, Al-Azhar University 
Is taking a new step in its history. 
The University has already taken a 
step that made possible for it to 
pursue useful studies in the Faculty 
of Commerce and Faculty of girls, 
and it will take other steps in the 
near or far future which will help 



to begin many kinds of studies, and 
we do not know what or how it will 
be for it is still a hidden secret in 
the knowledge of All knowing Allah. 

We beseech Almighty Allah that 
all the steps, which have been taken 
and what will be taken by Al-Azhar 
University should aim at acheiving 
the noble goal which was the aim 
of its great and reverend father "The 
glorious Al-Azhar Mosque". 
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
